OR ON BEHALF OF THE ORGANIZATION OR ANY OF ITS ORGANS 
UNDER THE 1962 AND 1968 AGREEMENTS, IN EFFECT ON 30 
SEPTEMBER 1973 AND THE TERMS OF WHICH DO NOT PROVIDE 
FOR EXPIRY ON THAT DATE, SHALL REMAIN IN EFFECT UNLESS 
CHANGED UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF THE EXTENDED AGREEMENT. 

THE TEXTS OF THE AGREEMENT AS EXTENDED IN THE ENGLISH 
FRENCH, PORTUGUESE, AND SPANISH LANGUAGES SHALL ALL 
BE EQUALLY AUTHENTIC. THE ORIGINALS SHALL BE DEPOSITED 
IN THE ARCHIVES OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND THE SECRETARY- 
GENERAL OF THE UNITED NATIONS SHALL TRANSMIT CERTIFIED 
COPIES THEREOF TO EACH CONTRACTING PARTY TO THE EXTENDED 
AGREEMENT."
